Italy Stirred by Disclosures

ROME, Feb. 14 — Europeo, a 
mass circulation picture maga- 
zine, has gotten access to 
some secret files of SID, 
Italy's equivalent of the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency, 
and is publishing them. 

The revelations, which are 
stirring Italy even more than 
the recent Cabinet crisis, in- 
clude: - 

• Seven years ago SID 
saved Giovanni Gronchi, then 
President, from being kid- 
naped and possibly assassinat- 
ed by a rival. 

• Pope John XXIII pre- 
ferred present Socialist Demo- 
cratic President Gulseppe Sa- 
ragat, an anti-clerical Catholic,) 
to his opponents, because 
they were “atheistic 1 ' Catho- 
lics.
